The State of Michi- 
gan is going to be 
having an auction of 
state owned land 
located in Charlevoix 
County, Tuesday, Aug. 
20, at the Otsego 
County Courthouse in 
Gaylord, Michigan. 
Nine parcels of land 
are being offered for 
sale in the county. 

Among road projects 
that were announced 
by the Department of 
Transportation, one 
mile of grading and 
drainage structures 
will be constructed 
along with surfacing 
the road, on Huffman 
Lake Road from five 
miles east and two and 
a half miles south of 
Boyne Falls at Camp 
Ten Road. The project 
completion date is ex- 
pected to be Novem- 
ber of 1985. Hodgkiss 
and Douma will be do- 
ing the work at a cost 
to the state of 
$97,029.

save the system money in the 
operation of the schools. 

Coberley, who works for Elzinga 
and Volkers, told the board that 
many of the expected changes will 
be ready to let out for bids within 
the next week. 

Some of the changes include new 
handicap ramps for the middle 
school and high school, the 
building of a handicap bathroom at 
the high school, a facade change at 
the elementary school to try to 
eliminate snow and ice build-up 
problems at the entrance, and new 
doors and frames at the high 
school south and west entrances. 

He is also suggesting that the 
school add a energy management 
system, a new boiler at the high 
school, heating modifications in 
some of the classrooms and the 
media center, as well as new 
lighting in the gyms at both the 
high school and the middle school. 

Coberley told the board that quite 
a few of the changes could be made 


prior to the school starting. in 


September. Other changes would 
be made before the heating season 
starts so the school system would 
be able to. benefit from the reduced 
costs of energy yet. this year. 
Cost for the energy improvements 
will be .approximately $690,000. 
‘The board named coaches for the 
fall ‘season with- Bob McCullough 
being named as the head coach for 
football. Bob Wollenberg’ will

may contain heavy metals that 
were used in the tanning process 
and has a coating of those chemical 
wastes. 

According to Frykberg, the sands 
were tested for contaminents when 
they were spread and none was 
found. 

He said that he would be sending 
a letter to Florenski and to the 
Corps expressing those facts. 

The second letter came from the 
Department of the Interior who is 
saying that the land in question 
was a category two wetland, and is 
of high value and becoming scarce. 
They also said that the land was 
prime nesting ground for such 
wildlife as mallard ducks, song 
birds, wading birds, shorebirds 
and small upland species such as 
rabbits, field mice and turtles. 
They concluded that the damage 
caused by the fill was irreparable, 
causing the wetland to stop being a 
filtering agent and retention basin 
prior to allowing the run off into 
Lake Charlevoix. 

They suggested that the city be 
allowed a permit providing the city 
compensate with another 


equivalent wetland area that is 
contiguous to an existing wetland. 
That would replace the wetland 
that was destroyed by the fill. 
In another matter, Frykberg told 
the commissioners that the Corps 
and the DNR approvals for the 
new peninsula beach are in hand

Survey questions set by lake 
advisory board 


Members of the Lake 
Management Planning Advisory 
Committee picked over the 
quéstions that the group intends to 
ask about 2000 residents of the 
county at their meeting held last 
Monday night in the Evangeline 
Township Hall. 

The questions are for a survey the 
planning group hopes will help 
them in making decisions about 
the Lake Charlevoix watershed as 
far as future development is 
concerned. 


_ Some of the questions deal with 


water quality and how it is per- 
ceived by the residents as to being 
good, bad, or somewhere in- 
between. Water quality is one of 
the great concerns of the group 


that has all representative groups 
concerned with the lake wondering 
about.

the lake area. 

The questionaire is expected to be 
sent out to residents within the 
next two weeks, according to Larry 
Sullivan, the county planner who is 
in charge of developing and 
tabulating the survey. 

He expects to have back to his 
office about 1,000 of the 2,000 sent 
out. In order for the survey to have 
any weight, he said that they need 
a minimum of 700 returns. 

Areas that the questionaire 
covers include the present con- 
dition of the lake, land and water 
regulatory codes, ordinances and 
general information on the use of 
the land and water in Charlevoix 
County. 

The planners also were told that 
the group had hired a new man for 
the part-time position of mapping, 
organizing, and helping tabulate to 
results of the survey.

Local and state government must 
put more into the effort.’’ 

Hilner challenged the members 
of the Soil and Water Conserva- 
tion District to be involved with the 
efforts of sympathetic allies to the 
soil conservation cause, such as 
horticultural groups, women’s or- 
ganizations and conservation 
clubs. 

“Cooperation is bred out of 
adversity,’’ he said.

Hilmer stressed the importance 
of agriculture in Michigan, noting 
that the state’s processed farm 
products are worth $14-15 billion 
annually. Adding that to the some 
$18 billion in revenue derived from 
processed forest products and 
tourism, which are also linked to 
soil and water conservation, 
emphasizes the need for coopera- 
tive efforts, he said. 

The state conservationist said 
that if adequate progress is not 
made by the agencies, organiza- 
tions and individuals involved, 
mandatory programs could be 
initiated to control soil erosion and 
maintain water quality. 

According to Hilner, of the nine 
million acres of cropland in Michi- 
gan, 1.1 million acres are protect- 
ed through conservation tillage. 

‘‘We have a ways to go yet,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Conservation programs will 
only be successful if you folks 
support the effort.”’

The set of wheels you see 
today at Boyne Falls originally 
did not come from this area. 

Longtime collector Bernard 
Kondrat was lucky enough to 
spot this set in the woods around 
the Newberry, Michigan area 
when he was making trips to the 
Upper Peninsula looking for 
cedar for his growing company, 
Boyne Falls Log Homes. 

The abandoned set of wheels 
were then disassembled by Kon- 
drat and brought back to Boyne 
Falls where he set out to restore 
them. 

The process involved many 
steps and was completed with 
the help of several local crafts- 
men, 

Charlie Skop, another Boyne 
Falls resident, took one of the 
spokes and using it as a guide, 
turned on his lathe, a complete 
set out of white cedar. The five 
foot spokes were then painted 
and finished. 

The hubs were restored by an 
Amish carriage company in Ind- 
iana and the spokes were added 
along with the rims of the 
wheels. 

Then the steel that wraps 
around the rims was refurbished 
by another Boyne Falls pioneer, 
Stanley Jarema. 


Finally the whole set was put 
together and was put on dis- 
play alongside of the former 
Boyne Falls Log Homes company 


along with a few other artifacts of 


the logging era. 


The wheels have been used in F 


many of the Polish Festival par- 
ades, and are one of the hits of

Kondrat’s collections have won 
him many awards over the years 
although in the case of the set of 
wheels, Kondrat hopes to find a 
new home for them. After the 
parade he is planning on selling 
them for the $8,500 they are 
valued at. 

According to Kondrat, that one 
piece of early northern Michigan 
was used frequently as the log- 
gers moved the logs through the 
woods. A set of draft horses 
pulled them and the wheels were

Look for Michigan’s ghost towns 


When was the last 
time you were in 
Barnard, Bay Springs, 
Burgess, or Dwight, 
Michigan? Or Talcott, 
Embo, or Inwood? 
You mean you have 
never heard of them? 
They were all names 
of towns, here in 
Charlevoix County 
back about the turn of 
the century and were 
communities that had 
post offices. Having a 
post office was the 
basis of a town back 
then, and in many 
cases the post office 


had a great bearing on 


the continuance of the 
community. 

Emmet County also 
has a few names of 
towns that are not with 
us today. 

How about going to 
Ayr, or Cecil, Ely, and 
Littlefield. You may 
want to visit Lakewood 
or even Epsilon. 

Other towns listed 
back in the early days 
included Mossville, 
Readmond, Wa-Wat- 
Am Beach and Larks. 

All of those towns are 
not with us today, but 
chances are you have 
passed through them

In Charlevoix 
County, towns like 
Barnard, which was 
located six miles south 
of Charlevoix, or 
Burgess, which in 1910 
had a population of 40 
and was located in 
Hayes Township, were 
absorbed into larger 
post offices and were 
part of the develop- 
ment of the R.F.D. 
mailing that started 
shortly afterward in 
the late teens. 

All those towns are 
now listed as ghost 
towns, and all have a 
history that adds to 
the life of those living 
in the north. 

Almost all were based 
on lumbering. As the 
lumber camps looked 
around for more timber 
to cut, towns were 
building along the 
trails. Some were 
named after the camps, 
such as Camp Ten 
which was in Chandler 
Township of 
Charlevoix county, or 
after the man who 
decided to settle in that 
location. 

In 1906, there were at 


listed for Charlevoix 
County, and about 30 
for Emmet County. 

Today, you can count 
the post offices almost 
on your hands as the 
post office department 
has evolved through 
the years and con- 
solidated most of the 
communities. 

Some of the names 
were unique, like 
Hammers, which was a 
flag stop on theG. R. & 
I Railway, about 12 
miles south of 
Petoskey. 

That ‘‘wide spot’’ on 
the rail line was named 
for a place where 
hammers were stored 
when the line was built, 
according to one old 
timer’s letter. 

As the years 
progressed, a town like 
Dwight saw its post 
office moved to a larger 
community, like 
Advance. That in turn 
was absorbed by 
Boyne City where the 
mail for Dwight and 
Advance is posted 
almost daily. 

Some of the towns 
had many industries 
and stores. It is always 
a wonder why they did 
not suceed into todays 


world because of the 
size they held back 
then. 

But time was not nice 
to many of the towns 
after the lumber ran 
out, and many of the 
men who made up the 
community left for 
better timber and jobs 
elsewhere. With no one 
to utilize the services, 


the businesses closed. 


down, the post office 
was moved to 
somewhere else, and 
the community became 
nothing more than a 
wide spot on the road 
to somewhere. 

More information on 
some of the ghost 
towns of the area can 
be found in a 
publication called 
Michigan Ghost 
Towns, which is 
available at many of 
the area libraries. 


There are now 270 
species officially listed 
as ‘‘endangered”’ in 
the United States, re- 
ports National Wildlife 
magazine. Among 
these endangered 
species are 38 
mammals, 72 birds and 
71 plants.
